In 1822 the Gazette became the 
Missouri Republican; its succes- 
s “ r - Louis Republic, was 

obsorbed by The Globe-Demo- 
crat in 1919.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

When you receive the restored "Missouri Gazette," I think 
you will agree that the restoration was a spectacular 
success. However, my first estimate given on the report 
dated March 10th, 1982, and signed by you on March 12th, 
was the correct one. The cost of restoration should be 
$550. We sent you an unsolicited lower estimate on 
March 11th, but now feel that we must charge you at 
least $500 ($50 less than the actual cost). 

We are returning the "Gazette" and the small clipping 
encapsulated in Mylar (separately), sealed from the air 
and with extensions all around. We suggest that the Mylar 
be left on the piece if you plan to frame it. The Mylar 
will not be apparent and will give excellent protection. 
Otherwise, if you plan not to frame the piece, you may 
want to trim back the extensions on the margins.
